EM HE Advocates for Excifes are fen- 
fible that the Word iclelf hath an 
odious Sound and a very difagreea- 
ble Idea annexed to it. This puts 
Them to the Trouble of fome Pre- 
varication, and obliges Them to 
difown the Name, whilft They 
are pleading for the Thing. It is 
pleafant enough to obferve how 
They are forced to thuffie and mumble the Thiftles, 
this Occafion. Sometimes They reprefent the Scheme 
itielf asa meer Fi@ton, or Chimera of our own Brains, 
dnd yet dare not give itup in dire&t Terms. At other 
Times, They complain of popular Prejudices, and im- 
bibed Opinions, which give us an Advantage over Them 
in the Argument. Now, thefe very Complaints are tacit 
Confeffions, at lealt, of fuch a Defign, and fufficiently 
joftify the Alarm it hath given us ; for why thould They 
complain of + Prejudices, unlefs They flood in the 
Way of fome Projeé in Agitation; or, indeed, from 
whence can They arife, but from the Experience of the 
People that fuch Taxes are grievous and burthenfome to 
Them ? For this Reafon, the very Name of Excifes puts 
Them out of Humour, and reduces Them to the Ne- 
eeflity of recurring to their old Expedient ; for in Order 
to avoid this popular Odium, They affect to diffemble 
the Knowledge of any /uch Proje@, tho’ the whole Town 
rings with it, and a certain Gentleman, as Lam inform- 
ed, hath even publickly avowed it. pag not, indeed, 
pretend to deny that there may bea Defign of impro- 
ving the publick Revenue, by making fome Alterations in 
the Method of collefing it ; but if We thould ask Them 
in what the/e Alterations are to confit, I believe They 
would be fomewhat puzzled to give us any Anfwer to 
the Purpofe; for I cannot apprehend how the Reve- 
nues can receive any confiderable Improvement, without 
laying fome additional Burthen on the Peoples and 1 
muft here beg Leave to repeat an Obfervation, which I 
made before, that the Manner of colieéting a Tax may 
prove more grievous toa free People than even the Tax 
itfelfe 
$4 Order therefore to obviate al] fuch ridiculous Eva- 
fons, I will-tell Them very plainly what I mean by 
Excifes ; That is, all Impoftions on Home-Confumpticn, 
which are wllefted by particular Qficers under the Crown, 
and fubje@ to the Laws oF Excise. 

It is abfolitely indifferent to us, whether fuch Impo- 
fitions are called Excifes, Inland Duties, or any other 
Name ; for an In/and Duty, under the Laws of Excife, 
is the very fame Thing to all Intents and Purpojes 
with an Exci/e, except in the Sownd of it. 

I mention the Term, Inland Dats, becaufe the bonou- 
rable Gintleman was pleafed to make Ufe of it Himfelf, 
about eight Years. ago, when the Cujtoms on Tea, Coffee 
and Chocolate were converted into an Excife; and it is 
very remarkable that in the 44, msde for that Purpofe, 
the Word Excife is very cautioufly avoided, though the

But if our Projefors thould think it neceff ry to chriften 
their Scheme by a aew Name, in order to make it go 
down the more eafily, let me advife Them to call it an 
In-Lanp Tax, which [ think a more proper Name 
than an In/and Duty, and I with it may not prove the 
heavieft Tax, that ever was laid ppon the Lands of 
England. 

I have faid thus much to prevent all future Miftakes 
and Prevarication about the Meaning of the Word Ex- 
cifes + for what the mixifferial Writers have Bitherto pro- 
duced on this Subject, confifts of nothing but little, low 
Attempts to confound a// Taxes together, and to make 
the People believe that there is no real Difference between 
them. Let me therefore repeat it once more that when 
I {peak of Excifes, 1 mean only thofe D&ties, which, be- 
ing futje& to the Laws or Excise, deprive my Coun- 
trymen of their antient Righttoa Triat way Jurtes; 
and if the Adpecates for Excifes would be thought to 
write any Thing to the Purpole, let them come direétly 
to this Point. 

But it will be objefted, perhaps, by thefe Gentlemen, 
that fuppofing my Definition of Excifes to be jult, it does 
not follow. that there is any Defign of introducing a Ge- 
WERAL Excise, or that their Scheme bath any Tenden- 
ty t@ it —I chule toquote the very Words of one of thefe 
Writers, who feems to be the Captain of the Band, and 
was the firft, who broached this Scheme without Doors, 
as his Patron had done juft before within Doors. At 
prefent, indeed, He feems to decline the Lifts, wheh the 
Difpute is moft feafonable ; but, perhaps, He may defign 
to make his Appearance in a coimpleat Treatife on the 
Subje&. If Th t thould be his Intention, I muft beg the 
Favour of Him to publith it within fach a realonable 
Time, that We may have an Opportunity to reply. if We 
fee Occafion, before.the Parliament meets. For this 
Reafon, I began the Enquiry in Time, that the Subjed 
might be fully difcufs"d on bot Sides. and I defire the 
Publick to take Notice that I now give Him a fecond 
fair Invitation.

Let us now confider, as We are naturally led by this 
Enquiry, how many of thefe various Taxes are alread 
converted into Excifes, or colleéted by Mecbod: and Laws 
of the fm Kind. Ihave Room only, in this Plice, wp 
give the Reader a bare Catalogue of Them without any 
particular Comment. 

Beer and Ale, Mum, Cyder, Perry and feet Wines 
Malt, Brandy, and all diftill'd Spirits ; Leather, Soap, 
Candles, Hops; Paper, Pafte-Boards, Mill Boards, Sc. 
Silks and Callicoes s Starch, Hides, Wires and wrought 
Plate; Coffee, Tea and Chocolates Salt, &c. 

Thefe are what occur to me at prefeat ; but, J may 
venture to affert that almoft all the Dut‘es and Impoft-ions 
on Heme-Commed:ties, except the Land-Tax, are levyed 
in this Manrer, and in fome Meufare fabjett to the fame 
Laws; fo that the Duties on Importation, or what We 
call Cuftoms, are now the only Taxes, which the Subjeét 
continues to pay in the antient Manner, and under the 
ordinary Forms of Lew. Nay, We fee that fome Branches 
of the Cu/ftoms are already converted into Excifes, a0 
Coffee, Tea; Chocolite, Brandy, Rum, Arrack, Sc. and 
a Scheme is now fet on Foot and openly defended for 
making the fame Alterations in feveral others. Yet fill 
the Projefors cry that They have no Thoughts of a pe 
neral Excife, nor hath their Scheme any Tendency to 1: 5 
which is juit as reafonable, as if a Man fhoul4 go from 
London to Canterbury, by eafy Journies, and when He ig 
got there, undertake to prove that He is not in the 
Way to Dover. 

We do not fay that the Projeffors defign to extife 
‘every Thing this Year, but We apprehend and infift up- 
on it that their Method of Proceeding hath a manifeft 
Tendency to it. They carry it on gradue!ly, and bing 
only fome Commodities under this fevere Y¥ ke et a 
Time ; well-knowing that They can more ealily dop 
the Clamour of tee or three Bodies of Traders tham 
the whole Naticn; bat fuch is the exorbitant Lud of 
Power in fome Men, that They difcover a manifeit 
Uneafinefs till] They have extended their Scheme to 
every Part of Trace, and made it general. Tryel: per 
Pais are troublefome Things, and Juries will not al- 
ways find for the Crewn, out judge of Faéts according 
to Evidence confronied, and give their Verdi& accord- 
ing'y. Thefe Gentlemen therefore teem to have a very 
itching Defire after a Power of deciding Matters in a 
more eafy and fuminary Way, by Judges, who are at 
the fame Time Profecutors, and being immediately de- 
peadent on the Crown, are ‘more likely to determine 
Caufes in Favour of it. I have even heard it openly 
avow'd as an Argument for this Method of Prejecuticn 
that the Crown is commonly caft in the Court of Ex- 
cheguer ; but furcly This will never te allowed a fufficient 
Reafon for depriving Eng/ifomen of their avtient Rights 
a Privileges, which They have purchafed at fo dear a 

rice. 

It. hath been farther urged, in Favour of shiz 
Scheme, that it is not propofed to give the Officers a 
Power of entering private Heujes, and therefore it cannot 
be called a general Excife. — Let us there'ore fee whe- 
ther there is any more Weight in this Argument than 
flin the former. 

In the firft Place, it is neccffary to obferve that the 
Merchants, Shop-keepers, Inn-holders, Vi@ualler:, Difiil- 
fers and other Retailers of imported Commodities acc fo 
very numerous a Body of Men, and pay fo large a Part

By an A& of the 6th of the late King (fir excifing 
Malt, Brandy and other Liquors) it is provided, inter 
Alia, that no Brandy, &¢. jball be fold, without a Certi- 
ficate frou the Officers, that the Duty bath been paid, 
or that it is comdema'd, or Part of fome other Perfon's 
Stork s and that no Brandy, &%c. exceeding a Gallon, foall 
be removed without a Permit, certifying the Suan) and 
Duality, om Penalty to forfeit the jaid Brandy, &-. and 
Cask ‘The Confequence of This is, that no Perfon 
can fend home any Quantity of theie Liquors, after He 
hath bought Them, without a Certificate; and if He 
changes his Place of Abode, or hath a Mind to make a 
Prefent of any Quantity, above a Ga//on, He cannot de 
it without a Permit, which will not be granted Him nei- 
ther, un'e’s He enters bis Houfe. This I cam aver, upon 
my own Knowledge. 

By another Claufe in the fame A@ it is declar’d, that 
avery Perfon, having above 63 Gallons of any Sort of 
Brandy, Arrack, flrong Waters, &r. fall be deemed a 
Geller of Brandy, &e. By this Claufe, you fee, the 
greateft Peer in England is reftrained from keeping above 
63 Gallons of thefe Liquors in his Houfe at a Time, 
without entering it, and making it liable to the Infpeétion 
of Officers, if They thould think fic. Now, if We confi- 
der that many Gentlemen are obliged to live in an hofpi- 
table Manner, in order to fupport their Intereft, efpeci- 
ally in che Country, I believe 63 Gallons of any of thefe 
Liquors will be thought but a moderate Allowance. Be- 
fides,.it is well known that fuch Liquors improve by 
Age, and grow more valuable the longer They are kept. 

By an A& of the roth of the fame King (be'ng the 
famous Aét be‘ore-mentioned) #e Chocolate is al/ow'd to 
be made in private Houfes without giving avery pa-ti- 
cular ani diftin® Notice in Writing, three Days before, 
to the next Office. The Officer, indeed, is mot to vifit 
fuch Houfes 5 but it is neceffary to have a Permiffion under 
bis Hand; and if within Three Days after finifbing fuch 
Chocolate for private Uje, an Entry upon Oath-is aot 
mide tothe proper Officer within the Diftri, where the 
faid Chocvlate was made, of the Seaniity made by Vir- 
tue of the Permit, and if all the Chocolate /o made fhall 
not be brouzbt, ready wrapt up in Paper, te be ftamped, 
the faid Chocolate fball be  orfrited and trebie the Value. 

Neither is any Perfon permitted to work, or make into 
Chocolite, for their private Uje, lefs than half an hun- 
dred of Cocoa Nuts at each Time. 

I will now leave the World to judge whether E-x- 
eifes have not already got fome Footing in private Hou/es ; 
and We ought to remember that when the Serpent gets 
bis Head into a Hole (as Mr. Hampden very juitly ob. 
ferves) it will be no bard Matter for Him to draw bis 
whole Body after it. Experience teaches us that Excijes 
are Things of an inéroaching Nature, “and thé fame Rea- 
fons, which were at firft advamced to bring them into 

vblick Houfes, may be afterwards made Ufe of to draw 

hem into private Families; efpecially if it fhould be 
found impraéticable to.execute the Scheme without ic. 
Bat of ‘This, perhaps, I se | have Oceafion to fpeak 
in another Place, and at prefent wil! conclude with a 
fhort Addrefs to the mercanti’e Part of my Readers. 

« You fee, Gentlemen, what is the Nature of Ex- 
« ¢ifes, in Diftintion from other Taxes, and how They 
*« natarally tend to a general Excife. 1 believe you

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Letters from Jamaica take Notice of a new Conven- 
tion, between the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, 
concerning the Trade and Navigation of thofe Parts, 
which feems to have put the People there under fome 
Unenfinefs; but at prefent we can fay nothing of the 
Particulars of shat Treaty. 

LON DON, November 25. 

Wedne Way was held a General Court of the South Sea 
Company, when they came to a Relolution not to carry 
on the Greealand Trade any longer, and to fell their 
Ships, which have teen employ’d in that Trade, at 

ublick Auftion. The Propofals from the Commerce of 
pa'n, by Sir Thomas Fitzgerald, the King of Spain's 
Azeat, for allowing an Equivalent in Liew of the Com- 
nv’s Right of fending an annual Ship to the Spanifh Weft 
ndies, were confidered; and it being objeéted, that the 
Affento Contraét, for fupplying the Spaniards with Ne- 
grees, was attended with very great Lofs to the Com 
pany, to compenfate which, the Liberty of fending an 
annual Ship was granted as an Equivalent, ought alfo to 
be given up, if that Privilege was, which no Part of this 
Propofal made any mention of: Bat Sir Thomas being 
prefent, replied, he would be ready in 24 Hours to treat 
with them on that Subje&t. Sir John Byles then took No- 
tice, that as the Right of fending an aunmal Ship jwas 
rocured by the Crowz, he appreiended the Comp:ny 
no Power to difpefe of it, it being a national Con- 
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cern; and the Court agreeing with him in Opinion, the 
Confideration of that Affair was fufpended. ‘
